THE EARLIEST COLONIAL DAME

Virginia Dare, First Child of English Parents Born in America,
Holds that Record, But No One Knows Who
Her Descendants Are

BLACK wall of mystery faced the

Jamestown colonlasta when they
landed in Virginian in 1607, Sir Walter
Ralelgh had charged them to seek Vir-
ginla Dare, the first native white Amer-
lean, and her fellow colonlsts, upon whom
the forest primeval had so mysteriously
closed some 20 years before. But only
the pinea and the hemlocks in the depths
of that leafy wilderness could tell whither
these lost ones had so strangely vanished,
and, until Raleigh's head fell upon the
block of the executioner, It was troubled
with wonder us to the fate of his "lost
Roanoke colony.”

Those 160 men, women and children
he had sent to Virginia to found an agri-
cultural State in 16587, In three ships
they had salled gaily out of Plymouth on
a balmy morning of April, but they dJid
not touch thelr restloss feet to the sands
of Roanoke Island until the sun of late
July had scorched It. Thelr governor,
John White, brought with him his daugh-
ter Bleanor and her husband, Ananias
Dare, The colonlsts had hardly hewn
thelr cabins out of the woods when they
had occasion to celebrate the birth of a
daughter to Eleanor and Ananlas, and
the Governor christened his little grand-
daughter—the first child of English par-
ents born In the new world—Virginia
Dare, in honor of the new Province and
of Britain's Virgin Queen.

Having upon his arrival found skele-
tons of an English colony that had pre-
ceded him, Governor White wisely deter.
mined to cultivate the friendship of the
Indians. 8o Chief Manteo, who lived some
distance away upon Croatan Island, waa
given the title of baron and Lord of
Roanoke, thus recelving the first and last
peeroge ever created on our soll. At
the same time Mantéo anccepted the rites
of the Christian baptism, and both his
friendship and spiritunl redemption ap-
peared to be assured,

It soon becams necessary for the ships
that had brought the colony to return
to England for supplles and Governor
White went along to hasten thelr return,
He left behind him 89 men, 17T women and
2 children. On his way home he touched
at Ireland, where he gave the populacve

some potutoes, the first of that kind ever
geen in BEurope. He started back with
two ships laden with the needed supplles,
but after he had gotten out into the open
sen hin greed for galn caused him to
neglect his Roanoke colony, 8o morely in
nesd of food, ¥He diverted his course to
pursue some Spanish ships In search of
plunder, but they so badly battered his
little fleet that he had to return to Eng-
land, where the Spanish blockade of Brit-
ish waters bottled him up for nearly three
yeurs,

Landing upon Roanoke Island upon a
hot day late in the summer of 1690, he was
appalled to find an absolute desolation.
His heart sank. The entire colony had
disappeared and even thelr houses hnd
all been removed. Carved upon a birch
tree, however, he found the one word
“Croatan,” Apparently the Christinnized
Manteo, Lord of Ronnoke, had taken pity
upon the starving colonists and brought
them to his lsland stronghold, thers to
live with his people, The Governor pre-
pared to visit that home of his friend,
the Indian baron, but the superstitious
crews of his ships, terror-stricken by
the sight of deserted wastes around them,
refused to embark In that direction, They
forced him to return to England with
them, and It was his bitter fate to die in
ignorance of what had happened to his
daughter and grandehild,

One tradition Jins it that Chlef Manteo
massacred all of the colony except four
men, two boys and Virginia Dare, who
became the bride of one of his braves,
According to another story, the entire
colony was taken up the Cape Fear River,
where the whites later Intermarried with
the Indlans of central North Carolina,
Captain John Smith, ponetrating into the
malnland, came upon an Indlan village,
where he saw i half-breed boy, with yel-
low hair, and he belleved the child to
be that of one of his colonlsts Intermar-
ried with a red man. Certain blue-eyed
Indinns found near Caps Hatteras, along
the Cape Fear River, are alleged to be
descendants of those lost whites,

The fate of Virginla Dare, our Arst
Colonial dame, remaing a mystery quite
ns dark as It was three centuries ago.
